What these nations need 
is some form of managerial aid in 
setting up budgets, audits, and 
what the American businessman 
knows as “P and L’’ sheets... 
profit and loss. The Arab nations 
are described as “lacking in ex- 
perience”’’ in financial manage- 
ment, 

In a sense this is true. Arabic 
rulers inherited from the Turkish 
sultans a tradition of corruption 
and malfeasance in office.. But 

' they are skilled in greedily taking 
for themselves most of the reve- 
_ hue their countries do produce 
and in ignoring their own people. 

One of their angers against Is- 
rael rises from the fact that in 

| Israel there was a social-welfare 
program, free schools, public 
health; and care of the aged, the 
crippled and homeless children. 

One of the worst of these was 
King Farouk of Ezypt. When 
Prime Minister Nasser replaced 
him, things. grew worse. The 
Egyptian businessman today is 
in ruin, the standard of living for 
the people is lower than under 

' Farouk, and only Nasser and his

28 (-—The United States today 
threw its full support behind Dag 
Hammarskjold in his efforts to get 
Israeli forces out of Egypt and 
put U.N. peace troops on guard 
between Israel and Egypt.

He said the 
departments now have the “‘equiv- 
alent’”’ of five full-time men in 
medicine, five in surgery, two in 
obstetrics and three in pediatrics. 
He explained that two doctors giv- 
ing half of their time to Grady 
would be the equivalent of one 
full-time physician. 


CALLED FINEST 


The Emory dean said there is no 
argument and ‘‘no basic disagree- 
ment” between Emory medical 
school and the Fulton-DeKalb Hos- 
pital Authority, which operates 
Grady Hospital. He said the chair- 
man of the Hospital Authority in a 
1955 report described the quality 
of medical care at Grady as ‘‘the 
finest that can be found any- 
where.” 

Dr. Richardson said Emory is 
going to ‘‘center its education on 
the university campus while it 
continues to develop its program 
at Grady Hospital.’’ He said the

7 Killed, 9 Hurt 
As Gas Blast 
Levels Building 


ROSELLE, Ill., Jaz. 28 (W—An 
explosion apparently caused by 
leaking gas today killed seven 
persons, injured nine others and 
obliterated a two-story hardware 
store in downtown Roselle. 

The blast, followed by a flash 
fire, occurred shortly before noon, 
showering this northern Illinois 
community with debris that for a 
time sealed o°* a highway run- 
ning in front of the building.

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Emory Controversy 


Should Be Settled 


It is with great regret that the com- 
munity notes the continuing controversy 
around Emory University School of Medi- 
cine, Grady Hospital and the relationships 
between the two institutions. 


The latest incident concerns serious 
charges made by Dr. Walter L. Bloom, 
associate professor of medicine at Emory, 
who is resigning as a member of the 
school’s faculty. He gives as his reason 
for leaving his belief that Emory medi- 
cal school “is not fulfilling its obliga- 
tion to Grady Hospital.” 


Dr. Bloom, who has been on the fac-- 


ulty for 10 years, is highly respected in 
medical circles and in the community. 
Because of his standing, such charges as 
he has made cannot be brushed off as 
mere idle talk. Grady Hospital is a pub- 
lic project and the public itself is becom- 
ing alarmed about the charges concerning 
patient care. 


Emory University is a great local, re- 
gional and national asset. This news- 
paper always has been one of its sincere 
and devoted friends. That is why we now 
must urge that it set its medical school 
house in order as soon as possible. 


Development of a regional medical 
center, with Emory medical school as the 
focal point, has been a fond dream of 
this community. Much progress has been 
made in that direction. The current con- 
troversy is damaging the prospects for 
further development and is bound to re- 
act unfavorably from the standpoint of 
public confidence and support. 


That there is an unresolved conflict is 
obvious from the faculty resignations and 
statements of criticism during the past 
few months. Of late these have come with 
increasing and embarrassing frequency. 


As for Grady Hospital, its new 20- 
million-dollar structure is nearing com- 
pletion. It is to be one of the finest facil- 
ities in the nation and to the layman it 
appears that it should offer Emory splen- 
did opportunities for teaching and re- 
search in medical problems. Any conflicts 
between its operation and that of Emory 
medical school must be resolved if it is 
to serve the public and Emory satis- 
factorily. 


As a friend of Emory and with con- 
siderable concern for the continued de- 
velopment of Atlanta as a medical cen- 
ter, we repeat our plea that the school 
set its medical house in order as soon as 
possible.

Georgia Agriculture Commissioner 
Phil Campbell has advanced a sound pro- 
posal for the state to take advantage of 
the milk bargain. Rep. W. L. Lanier of 
Candler County is planning legislation 
which should be enacted at the present 
session. 

Surely, in a state budget of some 300 
million dollars, our leaders can find the 
relatively small sum necessary to get back 
several times that amount in free milk to 
children. 

To do otherwise would be a heartless 
denial to the nutrition needs of our young 
people.

Ike’s Education Request 
Merits Quick Approval 


President Eisenhower has asked Con- 
gress to “act quickly” on his request for 
a four-year, $1,300,000,000. federal-aid 
program to help the states build schools. 
He urged that it not be encumbered with 
restrictive amendments on the integration 
issue, 

In both cases, the President’s recom- 
mendations are wise. As reluctant as 
many Americans are to have the federal 
government enter further into the field 
of education, the facts are that schools 
the country over are in the midst of a 
deepening crisis. States have been un- 
able to keep up with the growth of popu- 
lation—about four million new babies a 
year—in building classrooms. 

In urging that the bill not be tied to 
the integration muddle, the President is 
attempting to forestall its defeat. Con- 
troversy over such amendments resulted 
in rejection of a similar bill last year. 

While the proposal means more fed- 
eral spending, even Treasury Secretary 
Humphrey has said that school aid is a 
proper area for national concern. He 
classes it with such projects as drought 
relief. And surely there can be no drought 
in education if this nation is to meet the 
challenge of today’s world. 

Communism is adopting education as 
a long-range weapon in the cold war. 
Reportedly it is training scientists and 
technicians at a much faster rate than 
we are. Illiteracy is being wiped out in 
Russia. The United.States cannot afford 
to neglect education of its children. 

With states and local communities so 
hard-pressed to find tax sources to sup- 
port community needs, federal aid to 
education seems inevitable. The longer it 
is delayed the worse the problem will 
become.

Nationwide Pipelines 
Could Aid Dry Areas 


An old-timer remembers when his city 
abandoned the town pump and tapped in 
on a central water supply. 

This generation sees the counties build 
waterworks and extend the mains into 
suburban and rural areas. 

Students of the nation’s water prob- 
lems see in the future a network of 
waterlines crossing the country as gas 
and oil pipelines do now. 

Secretary of the Interior Fred Seaton 
points out that in 1956, 1,000 communities 
experienced water shortages. The an- 
swer, the interior secretary predicts, will 
be long distance pipelines to carry fresh 
water from an abundant source to a point 
of short supply. 

The approach is realistic. 

When the well runs dry, water be- 
comes more precious than petroleum or 
the stuff that flows from the coaxial 
cable. 

We in Atlanta depend on our “well” 
supplying a population of up to two 
million. 

Not even we can take the water sup- 
ply for granted. 

Counting on the Chattahoochee River 
calls for protection, planning and fur- 
ther impounding.

Make Driver Training Course 


Compulsory in State Schools 


A General Assembly move to improve driver education in Geor- 
gia by making it almost compulsory for students and convenient 
to them in the regular school system adds up, after analysis, to 
the most practical way of curing a bad situation. Good arguments 
could be developed for leaving classes in automobile driving out of 


the school curriculum. 


Students and teachers have 
enough to do now without clutter- 
ing the program with subjects not 
vital to a well-rounded education. 

On the other hand, young peo- 
ple are involved in more accidents 
than their elders, the traffic death 
toll in the state has become a 


problem and part of the solution’ 


lies simply in better drivers who 
know how to handle their auto- 
mobiles. If driver training pro- 
grams can be worked into extra- 


curricular hours under the super-, 


vision of teachers whose other du- 
ties do not suffer, training can 
over the years reduce the state’s 
traffic toll. 


The bill now in the hopper in 
Atlanta provides that no one under 
18 years of age can be licensed to 
drive a car unless he is-a gradu- 
ate of a driving school. It provides 
for a department of public safety 
to administer the program with 
the schools and would pay the lo- 
cal school system $25 per pupil 
from state funds for teaching the 
courses. Classes would be avail- 
able to private and _ parochial 
school students but all state-sup- 
ported teaching would be handled 
through a public school.

Book About Death 
Is Page from Life 


I've been reading a book about death, one of 
the inevitables of our mortal lives. That person is 
wise who recognizes the fact of death, anticipates 


it and prepares for it. Yet we don’t hanker for the ys of person 


who hangs crepe on every conversation. When I

I 
wondered why so many poets wrote so much on death. Now I think I 


know, None of us really appreciates life until he comes to terms with 


the reality of death. 

This particular book is entitled 
“Through Troubled Waters” and 
was published by Harper & Broth- 
ers. The author is William H. 
Armstrong, a teacher at the Kent 
School in Connecticut. In a warm, 
persuasive and eloquent manner 
Mr. Armstrong tells of the death 
of his young, beautiful wife and 
of the way he and his children 
came to terms with tragedy. But 
this is not essentially a book on 
death. It is a page from life — 
the lives of questioning, believing 
and lovable children and of that 
life eternal which no death can 
destroy. 

The title comes from _ those 
matchless words: ‘‘Fear not for 
I have redeemed thee. I have 
called thee by thy name, thou art 
Mine. When thou passeth through 
the waters, I will be with thee; 
and through the rivers, they shall 
not overflow thee’’ (Isaiah 43:1-2). 

William Armstrong was home 
with the mumps and “‘mumps is 
no lark at 40.’’ His students were 
without a teacher but he had much 
time to think. He thought mostly 
of the home he had recently built 
with his own hands, and of his 
beloved wife and of their three 
precious children. 

Then the flood came. ‘“‘The wa- 
ters rise almost imperceptibly and 
without notice. Around a tree or 
embankment there is a whirling,

gentle and silent. Sometimes the 


silence is broken with a muffled, 


laughter-like sound as the water 


dances with the thing it will de- 
stroy. Then almost without sound, 


except a faint gurgling swallow, 


the tree or the embankment slips 
into the flood and is no more.’’ 
Martha had been attending to in- 
numerable wifely chores about the 
home. Then she had written a let- 
ter, listened to the radio and 
talked about a favorite book. She 
sat on the edge of her bed while 
she meade notes in her diary: 


“Evening of relaxing. Funny at-' 


tack in throat.’’ Nothing to worry 
about. 


In the morning she was gone. 
“Suddenly I am an old man. What 
did I do to make this price neces- 
sary to balance the books with 
God? Why is one sick and the 
other dies? Martha made the 
world better. Doesn't God want 
the world better?’’ 


Familiar words? Yes, and old, 
too. As old as Adam and as new 
as today’s sorrow. What does a 
man do under such. circum- 
stances? What does he tell his 
small children? To what can he 
cling when the flood comes? To- 
morrow I want to tell you what 
this man did, for the story is the 
most heart-warming .experience I 
have ever read.

He later served as 
associate dean of the medical 
school, and in 1953 he was named 
director of the division of basic 
health services. 

A graduate of Stanford Univer- 
sity and Stanford medical school, 
Dr. Richardson is_ nationally 
known for his research in drugs. 
He is the author of about 50 scien- 
tific articles in the field of phar- 
macology.

Butts repeated 
a question. ‘‘Well, there’s no way to tell right now. I'll know a lot 
more about that around March 2. We have some fine prospects, 
and we also have some problems. We're going to do a lot of hard 
work, and see what happens.’’ 


What about Don Soberdash, the most publicized halfback 
who never played in a varsity game at Georgia. 


‘“T can tell you that Soberdash is the best inside runner we've 
had in some time, and he’s a good defensive man.

Beer and Bohemians

BOSTON, Jan. 28 — By and 
large, government in Boston is 
no longer in the hands of the 
old Yankee families, but is run 
by the descendants of Irish im- 
migrants. They are, in turn, be- 
ing challenged by Italian-Amer- 
icans, and both groups are mov- 
ing steadily upward in society. 

Henry Cabot Lodge Jr. was 
defeated in his 1952 race for re- 
election to the Senate by John 
F. Kennedy, sometimes de- 
scribed as a new kind of Proper 
Bostonian. His father, Joseph P. 


Kennedy, former ambassador to 
Great Britain, once bristled at 
being referred to in the Boston 
press as an Irishman. 


“TIT was born here,”’ he said. 
“My children were born here. 
What the hell do I have to do to 
be called an American?’’ 

Mr. Kennedy expressed what 
many Bostonians of non-English 
backgrounds have long felt. The

Kennedys have wealth, charm 
and culture. They simply ignore 
Boston society: their interests 
sie mainly elsewhere. Yet, in all 


circles, the Kennedys are as 
much admired as any Bos- 
tonians. 

Sens. Kennedy and Leverett 


Saltonstall have become close 
personal friends since 1952, al- 
though the former is a Demo- 
crat and the latter a Republi- 
can. Sen. Saltonstall, whose 
English forebears settled near 
Boston in 1630, belongs to the 
Clover Club, in which Irish an- 
cestry is a prerequisite for mem- 
bership.

Room tor Cancer Home

There is a big red brick house at 760 Washington 
St., SE, which was built in the early 1880s. 
It is of the ornate Byzantine architecture which 
characterized buildings in the fifth and sixth centuries. 


In 1889 the big brick house 
became the Regional Child 
Care Agency for the Southeast. 
This organization, national in 
scope, was founded by B’nai 
B'rith. After several years the 
house became the Hebrew Or- 
phans Home, and some 125 
children romped through its 
halls and grounds. 


MARKED CHANGE 

There was a marked change 
in the personnel in 1949. The 
quiet white-robed sisters of 
the Order of St. Dominic be- 
gan their work. The home be- 
came the Our Lady of Per- 
petual Help Free Cancer Home. 

It is a big rambling two- 
story house plus basement. Al- 
though well built, it lacks some 
of the modern equipment and 
‘‘accessories.”” 

A case in point is the sound- 
proof room where the more 
seriously ill patients may rest 
or sleep. 

This nice sunny room has 
just been completed and is ad- 
jacent to the women’s ward. 
Members of the Woman’s Aux- 
iliary to the Fifth District 
Pharmaceutical Assn. staged a 
bridge party last year and 
raised approximately $1,000 
which they used to build and 
furnish the room. 

CAFE CURTAINS 

Walls are green, und peach- 
colored cafe curtains (which 
the members made) add a 
cheerful note. Window boxes 
hold pretty greenhouse plants 
all grown from cuttings from 
gardens of the members. 

“Everybody -has had a part 
in this room,”’ said Mrs. Allen 
Casey, auxiliary president.

BEER, BUDDHISM 


Mrs. Gardner, widely known 
as Mrs. Jack, was the wife of 
John Lowell Gardner, a mem- 
ber of one of the last of the 
East India merchant families of 
Boston. 


Where other Boston ladies 
sipped tea, Mrs. Jack drank 
beer. The legend has it she 


used to walk down Tremont 
street with a lion cub on a leash. 

At one period Mrs. Jack em- 
nraced Buddhism chiefly be- 
cause she had been told that in 
Boston one was either an Epis- 
copalian or a Unitarian. Later 
she settled on Episcopalianism 
with a high church fervor. As 
a self-imposed penance in Lent 
she annually scrubbed the front 
steps of the Church of the Ad- 
vent at the foot of Beacon Hill. 


BEACON HILL 

Beacon Hill and its imme- 
diate environs remain the heart 
of Boston society. The hill is a 
modest rise of ground in the old- 
er part of Boston. It is crowned 
vy the gilt dome of the Massa- 
chusetts State House. The east 
slope is dominated by the Suf- 
folk County Courthouse. 

On the south and west slopes, 
overlooking Boston Common and 
the Public Garden, are the close- 
ly packed, old brick-front houses 
with their picturesque doorways 
and panes of purple window 
glass. Those distinctive panes 
came from shipments of defec- 
tive glass made in England 300 
or more years ago. . 

The north slope of Beacon Hill 
is .covered largely with tene- 
ments. They are occupied by 
young married couples on the 
way up, old couples on the way 
down and so-called Bohemians 
on the way nowhere. 


ASSESS EXTRA TAXES 

Louisburg Square on Beacon 
Hill remains a restricted quad- 
rangle, complete with brick side- 
walks and a wrought-iron fence 
enclosing a patch of lawn and 
statuary. The proprietors. con- 
vene annually in New England 
town-meeting fashion to assess 
extra taxes on themselves for 
neighborhood betterments. 

A Beacon Hill historic district 
has been created by legislation, 
and now a committee passes on 
structural changes in an at- 
iempt to preserve the traditional 
facades. 

Open house on Christmas Eve 
was once a Beacon Hill tra- 
dition, but attendance has now 
had to be restricted to invited 
guests because of the growth 
of rowdyism. 

Many of the older families 
of Boston have moved from the 
city to smaller houses in the 
suburbs. Chestnut Hill and 
Brookline were always consid- 
ered a part of Boston, but the 
Boston area now takes in a 
dozen more communities, such 
as Dover, Dedham, Concord, 
Milton, Wellesley, Framing- 
ham, Prides Crossing, Hamil- 
ton, Wenham, Weston, West- 
wood and Andover. 

The older families still lend 
their names and talents to 


charitable benefits, although 
they remain out of the lime- 
light. 


The board of trustees of the 
Massachusetts General Hospi- 
tal reads like an excerpt from 
the Social Register. The chair- 
man is Francis C. Gray. A 
socialite and a Boston trustee, 
Mr. Gray serves the hospital 
with a devotion worthy of a 
family physician. He _ raises 
money, coaxes his associates 
to greater efforts and seems 
ready every year to dedicate a 
new section of the hospital. 


IMPRESSIVE “FIRSTS” 

The hospital has achieved an 
impressive list of ‘‘firsts’’ in 
medicine, surgery and re- 
search. Families in the tene- 
ment district surrounding the 
hospital benefit from its serv- 
ices. 

An adjunct of Massachusetts 
General is the Vincent Me- 
morial Hospital, which special- 
izes in gynecology. More than 
$30,000 of the hospital’s annual 
income is raised by Vincent 
Club shows, in which debutantes 
and their elders take a fling at 
acting under proper auspices. 
In fact, the auspices are so 
proper that until 1920 the only 
males allowed to see the shows 
were the firemen assigned to 
the hall by law. 

Boston’s modern society 
women, usually without chauf- 
feurs and shy on maids, drive 
for the Red Cross after taking 
their husbands to the station 
and their children to school— 
not always a private school.

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RECORDS ARE BECOMING SEEING-EYE DISCS FOR BLIND HOMEMAKERS 
New World of Cooking Opened by Recorded Recipes for Blind or Partially Seeing 


Seeing-Eye Records Bring Recipes 


To Ears of Blind Homemakers 


By JEANNE HIGGINS DEAVER 
Blind homemakers are seeing their way to 
cook—via records. 


New seeing-eye discs lead them through the 


preparation of goodies that they can only feel, 
taste and smell. 


These recipes on records are the first to be 
tailored to the needs of the blind and partially 
seeing. And, according to Atlanta workers with 
the blind, they fill a great need. 


Of the more than 230,000 blind persons in 
the United States, approximately one-fourth are 
women within the general homemaking group. 
And only 20 per cent of blind people learn to 
read Braille. 

Arthur Lowns, a teacher in Atlanta schools 
who is blind and works with blind students. 
said the records have a definite use. They are 
already being used in the training of one high 
school home economics student. 


P. J. Woods, executive director and founder 
of the Metropolitan Atlanta Assn. for the Blind, 
said he expects the talking’ cook books to be 
used the same way that Braille cook books have 
been used by some in the past. That is, the 
records are first played several times and a 
recipe is well in mind before any preparation is 
actually begun. This avoids having to stop the 
preparation to learn the next step. 

The initial offering, three 10-inch discs, con- 
tains directions for biscuits, cakes, frostings, 
pies and cookies. They were developed and re- 


corded by General Mills, Inc., in Minneapolis 


by the voice of Betty Crocker. They are of- 
fered free of charge. 

The records may be played on any 3344-speed 
record player. Or machines may be obtained 
free of charge through the Library of Congress. 
In Atlanta they are available through the Li- 
brary for the Blind located at the Georgia Edu- 
cation Department at 22 Luckie St. 


P. D. Farr at the library reported that sup- 
plies of the talking book machines are some- 
what limited at the present time, but they hope 
in the near future to have machines to fill the 
need of all the blind who desire them, 


Prepared mixes with most of the measuring 
already done are ‘‘naturals’’ for the sightless. 
But specialists in the field predict that many 
who hesitate to cook ‘‘from scratch” will find a 
new world of cooking possible for them. 
for the recipes on record were 
completely rewritten with the help of blind 
homemakers and organizations such as the 
American Foundation for the Blind, the Library 
of Congress, the Minneapolis Society for the 
Blind and the Minnesota State Services for the 
Blind. Words such as cook until golden brown 
were replaced by phrases meaningful to the 
blind such as ‘“‘bake until biscuits feel crusty.’’ 


Just how many blind homemakers actually 
cook and bake is unknown. But success stories 
of those attempting to remain in their natural 
pattern of life via recordings and Braille are 
already numerous.

My 
mother knows I like him, but 
I just can’t bring myself to 
talk things over with her. 


I doubt that your unsatisfac- 
tory relationship with your 
mother is all your fault. You 
see, it takes two people (both 
doing their part) to make a 
satisfactory relationship 
—whether it’s a boy and girl, 
husband and wife or mother 
and daughter. 

You may be the cause of 
most of the difficulties but, 
since you seem _ sincere in 
wanting to improve your re- 
lationship with Mom, I believe 
she can help the situation too, 
if she will. 


Some youngsters find it diffi- 
cult to confide in their parents 
because of fear of parental 
criticism or ridicule. Other 
parents may seem unapproach- 
able or uninterested. But, us- 
ually, if they show tnderstand- 
ing and consideration for their 
offspring’s problems, the 
youngster will not find it too 
difficult to confide in therm. 
That is why I think your moth- 
er is partly responsible for the 
situation you describe. 


My advice is to make a real 
effort to explain to her how you 
feel about this problem. Tell 
her, as you told me, that you 
want to feel closer to her and 
to feel free to confide in her. 
Then do your part to prove 
that you really are sincere.

What are you doing next March? Besides getting down to 
income tax returns, I mean. 

Personally, I am not inclined to think that far ahead. It 
bothers me to have plans. But when I took out the garbage 
this morning and stood for a moment, in the yard breathing in 
the warm, soft, misty morning, I decided what I'd like to do: 


Take garden tours. 

That’s when they start in the southernmost sections of our 
state, you know. (In Atlanta April’s the month and Roswell 
and Marietta gardens aren’t considered in top form until May.) 

But when your own backyard is locked in wintertime—not 
a bud on a tree, not a bloom on a bush—it’s pleasant to dream 
of March with gardens coming not only to life but to full flower 
elsewhere. After 1 had wrestled with the garbage can for a 
while—and lost—I wandered around my own soggy, winter-brown 
estate. 


The leaves we forgot to move last fall after we had briskly 
raked them into neat piles, lay like weary, rain-logged animals. 
The ferns we hauled down from the mountains and planted un- 
der the eaves «were touched with brown. The rambling rose I 
had such hopes of seeing spread and flower and cover everything 
in sight like the roses in songs, looked lonely and anemic. I 
couldn’t find the mint or the herbs I had planted. 


I picked up some paper and Christmas tree icicles the gar- 
bage man had left behind and called Abel, the dog, and started 
indoors. Then I saw the silver green spikes of the bulbs. 


In no time at all they’ll be blooming—if not in my cranky 
yard at least in yards somewhere. And the sight of those 
little spikes of green made me suddenly hungry for the days 
when the earth will be bathed in spring-like warmth and grow- 
ing will begin again. 


Happily for those of us with stubborn, backward plots of 
city earth, there’s a way of enjoying the bounty fickle nature 
has bestowed on others. The Garden Club of Georgia sponsors 
tours of the more spectacular gardens in the state.
